Toronto’s Wholesale Dlstriot Devastat­ 
ed by Flames. 
Toronto, Ont., April 20.—Fire swept 
through a section of Toronto’s whole­ 
sale business district last night, caus­ 
ing a loss which will reach fully ten 
million dollars. 
The fire started in a 
factory in Wellington street about 9 
o'clock. 
In less than an hour the 
flames had spread to buildings on both 
sides of the street until the whole 
block was a mass of flames and the 
fire utterly beyond control of the local 
department. 
Appeals were sent to 
every surrounding city where fire ap­ 
paratus could be obtained, asking for 
assistance. 
It was believed at 11 
o’clock that the fire was under control, 
but a sudden shift in the wind again 
fanned the flames into a roar and 
clouds of sparks and burning brands 
were carried down side streets until 
three entire blocks were doomed. 
The firemen were making a gallant 
fight amid the falling buildings and a 
mass of tangled wires, but their efforts 
at midnight seemed to be fruitless. 
Not until the flames encompassed Bay 
street did the fire burn itself out. 
Chief Thompson of the Are depart­ 
ment and George Dowkes of Montreal 
were cut off by the flames while di- j 
vecting the work of firemen from a 
roof. 
Thompson jumped six stories to [ 
the ground and miraculously escaped 
with a broken leg.
